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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 109, 1 12-1 14, 121, 122 and 124 are currently pending in the instant 
application, appear allowable over the prior art of record and have been renumbered as 
claims 1-7. Applicants' amendment filed 9 October 2008 has overcome the objection to 
the claims; the 112 1 st paragraph rejection and the 112 2 nd paragraph rejection of the 
claims. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

1 . In the specification, amend the paragraph at page 1 , line 5: as follows by 
inserting the underlined section:

This application is a divisional of U.S. Patent Application No. 09/587,1 16, filed 
June 2, 2000, now U.S. Patent No. 6,703,513, the disclosure of which is incorporated 
herein by reference in its entirety for all purposes. 



2. In the specification, amend the paragraph at page 67, line 6: as follows by 
deleting the strikethrough and inserting the underlined section: 
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F i gur e X b el ow Figure 3 shows the serial dilutions of the antisera of each rabbit. 
The dilutions that reduces the ELISA by 50% are, respectively, >1 :25,600 for rabbit 
R263, between 1 :1 2,800 and 1 :25,600 for R26I, and between 1 :1 2,800 and 1 :25,600 for 
R262. Similar results were obtained with 13.
